The Princess of Wales and the Princesses Louise, 
Victoria, and Maud remained at Sandringham.

The Right Honourable William Ewart Gladstone 
is the grandson of Mr. Thomas Gladstones, of Leith, 
and fourth son of Sir John Gladstone, who was 
created a Baronet in 1846. Born on Dec, 29, 1809, 
in Liverpool, Gladstone, when quite a boy, was a 
great favourite of Canning, who visited the family 
frequently when M.P. for Liverpool. He acquired 
the foundation of his incomparable education at Eton 
and at Cambridge, graduating as а double-first at 


Christ Church in 1831. Entering Parliament as 


.M.P. for Newark іп 1832, he won the admiration of 


Sir Robert Peel by his maiden speech. Sir Robert 
Peel made him a Lord of the Treasury in 1835. 
‘Thereafter, he filled various minor offices in the 
Ministry, and soon qualified himself for the Secre- 
taryship of the Colonies, which be took in 1815. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in 1852, Lord High 
Commissioner Extraordinary to the Ionian Isles in 
1858, Chancellor of the Exchequer a second. time in 
1859, Mr. Gladstone was well grounded in official 
work when he succeeded Mr. Disraeli as Prime 
Minister at the end of the year'1868. Mr.Gladstone 
(who had the good fortune to prevail upon Mr. 
Bright to assume the cares of office) remained 
Head of the Liberal Government till the spring 
of 1874; and during that brillant legislative 
period so far rendered justice to Ireland аз 
to relieve the sister isle from the burden of an alien 
Church Establishment, and in the Land Act to insti- 
tute a Tenant Right system, which only needs to be | 
developed and amplitied by the forthcoming | 
Ministerial bill to restore peace to Iveland. Mr. 
Gladstone's Ministry also gave the country those 
beneficent aids to Progress and Liberty, the Educa- 
tion Act and the Ballot; and, while keeping the | 
country as free as possible from contemptible little

QUR PRIME MINISTER, 
MR. GLADSTONE'S CAREER. 

At a time when unscrupulous misrepresentation is: 
at work to lower the Prime Minister in the eyes of 
Englishmen, it wil be opportune to publish a 
pictorial souvenir of Mr. Gladstone's distinguished 
career, apropos of his having reached his seventy- 
first birthday оп Dec. 29 last, the date on which he 


came from Hawarden Castle to London to prepare 
for the labours of, Parliament. 


Although within the busy city, the street is an 
exceedingly quiet, old-fashioned one, presenting a 
strong contrast to the noisy thoroughfares in close 
proximity to it. Тһе house, having been erected 
before *jerry" building became the fashion, is a 
very substantial structure, the stone staircases and 
solid woodwork in the interior giving indisputable 
evidence of good and honest workmanship. 

On referring to the Engraving of the rear of the 
house, it will be seen that the appearance at the back 
is far more picturesque than that of the front, the 
old-fashioned window producing a very good effect. 
Here is also a large grass plot, surrounded by trees, 
on which, no doubt, when a child, the eminent 
statesman has often romped and played, long before 
he became the “People's William’? and assumed 
the cares of State. 

Immediately above the bow window on the left- 
hand side we sce the windows of the room in which 
the right hon. gentleman was born. This room is 
now very appropriately used as a school-room. 

The house will ever be memorable as being the 
birthplace of the great statesman; and it is to be 
hoped if, in course of time, sweeping changes alter 
Rodney-street, that this house muy be spared to be 
pointed out for many years to come as the birth- 
placeof the “ People’s William.”

Sır W. Lawson, M.P., oi Monday even- 
ing attended a crowded meeting іп the 
Public Hall, Cockermouth; and, speaking 
of the late Administration of Lord Bea- 
consfield, said sit was one of public 
humiliation.
